It is said that to err is hum an. Probably 
h u m an frailty is such that the most careful 
driv er m ay sometime be inv olv ed in an ac ­ 
cident for which he seem s responsible. At 
the other extrem e, m any accid e n t s are 
caused by driv ers who are comp 1 e t e 1 y 
careless, or who hav e muddled their senses 
with d r in k until they can no longer control 
their cars. Somewhere between these two 
extrem es are most of the driv ers in acci­ 
dents.

Iron Curtain! 


That apparently is w hat the Russi a n s 
hav e been told and believ e. They hav e not 
been told that we contributed 70 percent of 
all the expenditures of UNRRA or th at we 
are contributing about $5,000,000,000 a year 
to reconstruct E urope and Asia. 
Nor hav e they been told th a t the United 
States has com e out of this costly and dis­ 
astrous w ar without acquiring an inch of 
territory or dom ain ov er any people.

MUCH superstition ex ists x bout 
shingles but, to the doctor, there is 
nothing my sterious about this dis­ 
ease, Shingles may affect most any 
part of the body , including the 
nerv es of the abdomen. In the 
latter condition the shingles may 
cause sy mptoms much like those of 
aev ere abdominal disorders. 
For ex ample, there is a skin con­ 
dition known as herpea x oster or 
shingles. This disorder ia probably 
due to an infection with a v irus. As 
a general rule, a akin rash made up 
of blistera ia usually present along 
the couise of the affected nerv es. 
Howev er, pain along the course of 
the nerv es may dev elop before the 
rash occurs and after the rash has 
cleared up. The rash may occur on 
the face, chest, abdomen, or other 
parts of the body . If th* nerv es in 
the abdominal wall are affected and 
the rash has not dev eloped, the dis­ 
order may be confused with certain 
abdominal conditions. 
Sev ers Pahi 
The pain in shingles is serere and 
steady or Static, and practically al­ 
way s occurs on only one aide of the 
body . The right npper part of the 
abdomen 
ia frequently inv olv ed. 
Thug, the pain in some cases may 
resemble that of appendicitis, kid­ 
ney 
stones, 
gallbladder 
disease, 
pleurisy , or bowel inflammation. 
A test can be made which deter­ 
mines definitely whether or not the 


pain is due to shingles. This consists 
of blocking the nerv es in the affected 
area with a local anesthetic. An­ 
other test, known a3 Camett’s test, 
is also useful. This consists of press­ 
ing on the abdomen, with the mus­ 
cles of the abdomen tightened or 
contracted. The pressure will usu­ 
ally cause the tenderness to disap­ 
pear if the sy mptoms are due to a 
disturbance within the abdomen, but 
the tenderness will not be changed 
if the trouble is due to shingles. 
In shingles, the temperature rare­ 
ly rises abov e 100 degrees, the num­ 
ber of white cells in the blood is usu­ 
ally normal, and there are no gen­ 
eral sy mptoms, such as a feeling of 
sickness. These sy mptoms often are 
also present in disorders affecting 
the organs within the abdomen. 
With careful study , it is possible for 
the phy sician to distinguish shingles 
from these other conditions. 
Most cases of shingles clear up 
within a few weeks with proper 
treatment.

MUCH •up«r*titlon «xiita ibotrt 
ani riffles but, to tha doctor, there ii 
nothinir mysterioui about this dis­ 
ease, Shingles may affect molt any 
part of the body, including the 
nerves of tha abdomen. In the 
latter condition tha shingles may 
caus# symptoms much Ilks thoaa of 
•over# abdominal disorders. 
For example, there is a skin con­ 
dition known aa herpes Boater or 
shingles. This disorder is probably 
due to an injection with a virus. As 
a general rule, a skin rash mads up 
of blisters is usually present along 
tha cornea of tho affected norves. 
However, pain along tha course of 
the nerves may develop before tho 
rash occurs and after tha rash has 
cleared up. The rash may occur on 
♦he face, chest, abdomen, or other 
parts of tha body. If tho nerves in 
th* abdominal wall ar* affected and 
the rash has not developed, tho dis­ 
order may bo confused with certain 
abdominal conditions. 
•evert Pahs 
The pain in shingles is sever* and 
steady or fctatic, and practically al­ 
ways occurs on only one side of tha 
body. Tha right upper part of tha 
abdomen la frequently involved. 
Thus, tho pain in some cases may 
resemble that of appendicitis, kid- 
n«*y stones, gallbladder disease, 
pleurisy, or bowel inflammation. 
A test can be made which deter­ 
mine* definitely whether or not the 


pain is doe to shingles. This consists 
of blocking the nerves in the affected 
area with a local aneathetie. An­ 
other test, known as Camett’a test, 
is also useful. This consists of press­ 
ing on the abdomen, with the mus­ 
cles of the abdomen tightened o? 
contracted. The pressure wiU usu­ 
ally cause th# tenderness to disap­ 
pear if the symptoms ar* due to a 
disturbance within the abdomen, but 
th# tenderness will not be changed 
if the trouble is due to shingles. 
In shingles, the temperature rare­ 
ly rises above IOO degrees, the num­ 
ber of white cell# in the blood is usu­ 
ally normal, and there ar# no gen­ 
eral symptoms, such as a feeling of 
sickness. These symptoms often are 
also present in disorders a ITacting 
the organs within the abdomen. 
With careful study, it is possible for 
the physician to distinguish shingles 
from thee# other conditions. 
Most cases of shingles clear up 
within a few weeks with proper 
treatment.

WASHINGTON — The greatly 
improv ed health conditions of the 
Army are of particular importance 
to the y oung men who are selected 
in the peacetime draft, as well aa 
to their families. 
It may be difficult to conv ince 
many of these y oung men that 
they are among the more fortu­ 
nate members of their generation. 
But thus la true, if their Army 
ex perience is considered from the 
v iewpoint of their health. 
These y oung recruits will be­ 
come members of what is now one 
of the healthiest bodies of men on 
earth. 
They will enjoy medical 
and health protectiv e serv ices un­ 
known in prewar y ears, superior to 
those to which ev en the most for­ 
tunate of y oung men are accus­ 
tomed In civ ilian life. 
A study made by an insurance 
company of 
the 
mortality and 
morbidity ex perience of the Army 
in 194 7 shows the health of the 
Army is ex cellent. The improv e­ 
ment shown ov er prewar condi­ 
tions In some respects has been 
little less than sensational. 
By 194 7 the Army situation had 
became fairly well stabilized, al­ 
though we had troops stationed in 
many parts of the world. 
Data 
based on those stationed within 
the continental United States giv e 
a fairly g o o d 
picture of the situa­ 
tion where the new Inductees will 
serv e. 
The best ev idence of the Im­ 
prov ement of Army h ealth since 
prewar day s is found in the sharp 
reduction tn mortality . The 194 7 
death rate from all causes among 
troops In the United S tate s shows 
a reduction of nearly 30 per cent 
from 1939. 
• 
• 
• 
EVEN MORE striking Is the 
fact that death rate in the Army 
from disease In 194 7 was 36 per 
cent below the rate prev ailing in 
1939. 
While data is not av ailable, ft Is 
doubted lf the armies of any other 
nation can report a similar fav or­ 
able showing. 
The death rate from 
accidents 
has also declined, and in 19 47 was 
about 24 per cent below the pre­ 
war lev el. As for accidents as a 
whole the figure was cut in h alf 
This la the more remarkable be­ 
cause of the greater speed re­ 
quired and the greater use of 
mechanized 
equipment 
and 
air­ 
planes. 
A good part of the reduction in 
accidents is due to the Army ’s 
safety campaign. Efforts hav e also 
been made to make equipment as 
fool-proof as possible. 
Soma of the most dangerous

pieces of mechanism almost talk , 
warning those nearby 
by sou nds 
or lights that 
some manual error 
has been made. 
Aa f or morbidity figu res, au tho r­ 
ities say that care mu st be tak - n 
in interpreting them; that they 
are actu ally more favorable than 
they appear. 
One facto r is the 
Army policy, which has laid in­ 
creasing stress on prompt repo rt­ 
ing of illness. Another is the mu ch 
more efficient means now available 
for detection. Other things being 
equ al, this wou ld tend greatly to 
raise the recent figu res. 
Nevertheless, the 19 47 figu res 
for the incidence of discase among 
troops in the United States show, 
in 
the aggregate, little change 
from prewar years. 
For the common respiratory dis­ 
eases and influ enza, the rate in 
19 47 was the lowest recorded since 
comparable data first b e c a m e 
available nearly 
a qu arter of a 
centu ry aga 
The cu rrent rate is now abou t 
20 per cent lower than the 19 39 
rate. The sick ness rite from tu ­ 
bercu losis is almost at an irre­ 
du cible minimu m. 
Althou gh 
the 
rate 
for pneu ­ 
monia has increased, this repre­ 
sents pretty mu ch the diagnosis of 
viru s forms which w'ere not recog­ 
nized back in 19 39 , and which are 
relatively mild. 
As is to be expected in a force 
containing a large 
proportion of 
recru its, the incidence 
of com­ 
mu nicable diseases and rheu matic 
fever rose. 
The increase In the latter re­ 
flects aLso improved methods of d e ­ 
tection and greater alertness on 
the part of Army physicians, so 


that this Increase probably does* 
not represent an actu al rise in 
prevalence. 
The same considera­ 
tion applies to a recorded increase 
in neu ro-psychiatric disorders. 
World W ar II was the healthiest 
war in American history, not only 
for ou r troops bu t also for Army 
animals. Not a single ou tbreak of 
cr ’.dernic disease occu rred among J 
the many thou sands of horses, 
mu les, dogs and pigeons engaged 
in military operations, 
* 
• 
• 
IT is a su rprising fact that the 
excellent health record of theses 
animals u nder wartime conditions 
was a contribu ting factor to tho 
better health of the troops. It be­ 
came one oi the wartime missions 
of the Army Medical Center to 
produ ce for ou r troops some of the 
same vaccines which had proved* 
so su ccessfu l f or animal protec­ 
tion. 
Mu ch of the gain in Army health 
reflects the advances in research 
and treatm ent in m ilitary as well 
as in civilian medicine du ring tho 
war. 
The Army has been qu ick to 
adopt the new dru gs and tech­ 
niqu es which medical science ha* 
dc veloped. 
To a greater extent 
than ever before encou ragement in f 
given to medical officers to qu alify 
in the specialties, and good con­ 
tacts have be<n established with 
the major medical schools. 
“When 
the 
service period of 
these new indu ctees has expired," 
said 
an 
Army 
medics1 
officer, 
“they can look forward with mu ch 
greater assu rance they will enjoy 
a fu ll and healthy life, than 
can 
those who have not 
had a similar 
Army experience."
